APPROPRIATED, PLAN.

Benator Bourne Proposes
Whereby States Could Get Fed-
eral Ald for Highways.

Washington, D. C—An expendi-
ture of $3,000,000,000 for good roads,
$1,000,000,00 being for construction
and $2,000,000,000 for malntenance,
the investment to extend over a peri-
od of 60 years, was proposed in a plan

struction of post roads by former Sen-
ator Bourne of Oregon.

Senator Bourne's plan provides for
federal and state co-operation. He al-
son suggested the establichment of a
national school of highway and
bridge engineering from which trained
gpecialiste In road bullding would be
supplied to the various states,

The $1.000,000,000 construction
fund. according to Sehator Bourne's
plans, would be apportioned among
the states op the basis of area, popu-
lation, assesesd valuation and road
mlleage.

The states would be required to de-
posit In the United States treasury
Gl-vear 4 per cent bonds for the
amount due them,
would then loan the gtate the par val
ue thereof for road construction, the
government raising i{ts fund by the
gale of fl-year non-taxable 3 per cent
bonds.

By erediting each state with the ex-
cess of the interest paid on the bond
aad allowing & per cent on the amount
compounded annuilly, o sinking fund
would be established from which the
government would pay off the bonds
at the end of 60 years and the state
wotlld be relleved of the pavment of
principal on its bonds.

OLD BOSTON CARPEL

History of First Catholic Ceme-
tery in New" England.

Burlal of Mgr. Denis O'Callaghan In
Bouth Boston ‘Reveals Facts Con-
«2oning Quaint Little Structure
—Erected Nearly Century.

Boston,—WIth the disbanding of the
cortege, numbering thousands, which
escorted the remains of Mgr. Denis
O'Callaghan, South Boston's beloved
priest, to their last resting pluce with-
in the walls of 8t Augustine's chapel,
o few days ago, the lm:e'h.ct de-
valoped, through fragments of conver-
sation overheard here and (A%, that
but few of the throng had ever
before heard of the quaint lttle brick
structure on Dorchester street, South
Boston, or of the little umel.er.'f
which lies around it «

Yet that little chapel and its ceme-
tery are posscssed of deep historic
interest to New England Catholies, for
the cemetery was the first New Eng-
land soll consecrated to the burisl
of Catholics exclualvely, and within
the walls of the chapel rest the ashes
of many of the ploneers among the
priests of what {8 now the archdio-
cese of Boston.

Nearly a century ago, in 1818 to be
exact, St. Augustine’s cemetery Wwas
established. Its setting aside was
due to the sentimentsl regard of Bish-
op John Cheverus, the first Catholle
bishop of Boston, for the compatriot
and co-worker, Fr. Francls Anthony
Matignon, who had been & priest im
Hoston for more than a quarter of a
century. Fr. Matignon was gant to
this ¢ity in 1792 to administer to the
spiritunl needs of the then relative
Iy smell Catholic: colony, and four
yeurs later, finding the fleld of his an.
deavors growing constantly, he sent
to France gnd Induced Fr. Cheverus
to join him in the work. When the
suthorities at Rome decided toraise
Boston to a bishopric it was intended
to promote Fr. Martignon, but he pre-
vafled upon them to confer the honor
on Fr. Cheverus instead.

When Fr. Marlignon died, in 1818,
there was no Cathollie burying ground
in this section, and the body waa lald
In the family tomb of John Magner,
in the Old Granary burying ground.
Resolved that his longtime friend
and co-worker should rest in conse-
crated soll, with a fitting monument,
Blshop Cheverus- declded upon the
requisition of a Cathollc burying
ground and the erection of a chapel
in it

the means of the amall Cathollo com-
munity s not know known, but the re-
gult of the bishop's quest was the pur-
chage of a small plot of farming land
on the outakirts of South Boston, then
8 'separate town. Here St August-
ine's chapel building, by 30 feet in
foor dimension, was erected, and o
it was transferred the body of ¥r. Mat-
ignon, which rests in & sepulchre at
the right of the little sitar, marked
by a tablet.

SBoon after the chapel was finished
the scattered Catholics of Mattapan,
Milton, Quiney, Dedham and places
further remote, petitioned the blshop
for the privilege of attending services
in It, and the petition was granted,
In 1833 the chapal was enlarged to a
seating capacity of 250,

By 1846 the migration of Catholics
from the Fort Hill section of Boston
to Bouth Boston served to overiax
the capacity of the chapel, and jts
use as a'place of worship was discon-
tinved and the Church of 88, Peter
and Paul, on Broadway, near Dorches-
tor avenue, was ersoted. Tiro dam-
‘nglog the new church In 1848, the

chapel was agein used for a few
months. From then yntil 1868 It waa
used only far manses, In

thut year it was made to serve as the
nuoleus of the newly oreatéd 8Bt. Aug-
ustine's pa to which Fr, O'Cal-
Inghan was a8 pagtor.
